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“And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one place.’’ Acts 2:1. ““And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.”’ Acts 2:4. 
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Who Art Thou? 


In Zechariah 4:7, we find this exclam- 
ation, “Who art thou, O great moun- 
tain?” This seems to express our inner- 
most emotion right at this time, and 
since it does, we beg for space as a ready 
writer. Feeling that God is with us, we 
proceed with the mentioning of the 10th 
verse in the same chapter, “For who hath 
despised the day of small things?” 

Now we wish to speak out specifically 
lest someone misinterprets our soul, and 
say from a grateful heart that we are 
indebted with gratitude for the pioneering 
and for the pioneers who blazed the way 
in religion and made it possible for us to- 
day to have the privilege of worshiping 
God in true holiness. But it is heart- 
breaking that we are so far from enforc- 
ing this wonderful privilege. Neverthe- 
less, again we repeat, thank God for 
small things which pave the way for 
greater things. 

Luther came preaching justification by 
faith in a risen and living Christ, giving 
animation and a living hope to thousands 
who threw off the yoke of papal Rome. 

Now we want to notice as we go along 
with our religious advancement, a ma- 
terial advancement, a competitor, a 
parallel force that has outrun us. 

As justification by faith spread, was 
preached and enjoyed over the whole of 
western Europe and unto the new world 
(America), there came with it, or we 
will say parallel with it, a spirit of travel, 
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a development of transportation. The ox 
cart in those days was the way of popu- 
lar travel. Then came Wesley and others 
preaching sanctification, a joyous religion 
in which the blood of a crucified Christ 
was magnified, bringing great joy and 
happiness to the seeker. About this time 
also we notice that the way of travel had 
developed into greater advancement of 
transportation; namely, the locomotive, 
steamship, and many other material in- 
ventions which seemingly began man’s 
great achievements of parallel action on 
the earth, 

God says in Eccles. 7:29, that He made 
man upright but they have sought out 
many inventions. Paul says in Rom. 1: 
30, inventions of evil things. Further- 
more the Psalmist backs up these state- 
ments forcibly in Psa. 106:29, declaring 
they have provoked Him to anger with 
their inventions. 

At this writing, as we pause and look 
at the achievement and _progressiveness 
of man in material matter, we are awe- 
stricken, embarrassed and ashamed. Ah, 
they have outrun us. “Ye did run well; 
who did hinder you?” Again, our text, 
“Who art thou, O great mountain?” 
Who or what is it that is keeping us 
back, behind our competition of parallel 
force or power? 

Then came a happier folk proclaiming 
a much greater joy of assurance and 
confidence in the baptism of the heaven- 


sent Holy Ghost, and millions have and 
are enjoying such an experience. About 
this time men began to ride in chariots, 
transportation driven by automotive 
power, an unheard-of thing developed al- 
most overnight. 

Not content with simple modern 
achievements, they began to sail through 
the firmament as a dove flies to her win- 
dow; laughing down on us, and chiding 
at our registering surprise, holding us in 
reproach; seemingly saying, Where is 
your God? And not taking space to men- 
tion many, many inventions and achieve- 
ments, we will just mention one other 
climax to our surprise in upright man. 

Radio is the pinnacle of all man’s ad- 
vancement and he can well mark time 
there till we catch up; if we ever do, and 
we must. You ask, Is radio prophesied of 
in the Bible? Yes, yes. God has not left 
us to speculation or conjecture. He has 
told us before it happened. Listen to 
Isaiah in 24:16. ““From”—from—not at, 
but from—“the uttermost part of the 
earth have we heard songs” by radio. 
Seemingly man is mocking our testimony 
of communing with God as he himself 
seems to command through space a com- 
munion of desire and will. 

Now, that which we wish to bring to 
vou in truth is this, the mountain of ad- 
versity is before us. What shall we do 
with it? We see man as he forges on, ma-

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Redemption and Atonement 


Heb. 9:22, “And almost all things are 
by the law purged with blood; and with- 
out shedding of blood is no remission.” 


In these dark and sinful days of 
apostasy in the nominal churches, the 
Christian religion has been charged with 
being a bloody religion or rather termed 
a slaughter house religion; a religion for 
the shambles, because it demands the 
blood of Christ. 


I read not long ago of a professor of 
a great theological seminary, who, in 
instructing his graduating class, said, “I 
presume that some of you boys are from 
the country, and now you are starting 
out to preach the gospel to the world. I 
do not want to hear of you preaching 
about the blood of Christ. That is too 
much like a slaughter house and is there- 
fore revolting to persons of refined sen- 
sibilities.” But I think what the blood is 
to our bodies (in natural life) the blood 
of Christ is to the Bible. You take the 
blood out of the Bible and you have a 
dead book. If you were to take your pen- 
cil and mark out all the passages that 
refer to the blood, from Genesis to Reve- 
lation, you would have but little left. 
In fact, the whole value of the Book 
would be gone. The historical part would 
be meaningless, the teaching powerless, 
and the prophetical statements would re- 
main unfulfilled. The whole doctrine of 
the Bible depends upon the blood. ‘““With- 
out the shedding of blood there is no re- 
mission” (forgiveness), no justification, 
no sanctification. In it is our rest, our 
joy, our peace. Our hope of heaven de- 
pends upon the shed blood. 


1. THE ATONEMENT 


The word “‘atonement” means “recon- 
ciliation” or ‘‘at-one-ment”. It means 
to reunite. When Adam fell he alienated 
and separated the human family from 
God, God’s law was broken and it is a 
principle of law, that the “penalty” of 
a broken law must fall upon the breaker 
of the law or upon his substitute; other- 
wise the law is of no effect. What would 
a law be worth without a penalty? It is 
not the law, it is the penalty that man 
stands in fear of. Then, knowing that all 
was under the curse of the law, an 
“atonement” was needed to redeem us 
from the curse of the law. When Adam 
and Eve ate of the forbidden fruit that 
God told them not to eat of they broke 
God’s law and the penalty was, “In the 
day that thou eatest thereof thou shalt 
surely die,” Gen. 16, 17. And, as they 
were dead in trespasses and sin, and 
could not redeem themselves, then it be- 
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came necessary that a substitute be pro- 
vided. That “kinsman” or substitute that 
God provided was in the person of Jesus 
Christ Himself. But, as Jesus stood as a 
lamb slain from the foundation of the 
world, it was not until four thousand 
year’s later that Jesus paid the “penalty” 
of Adam’s “transgression” by His death 
on the Cross in the opening of the Sixth 
Dispensation, which is Grace. But all 
down through the corridor of time, God 
provided that by the shedding of the 
blood of bullocks, goats, and innocent 
lambs, as they were slain and laid upon 
Hebrew altars, all were a reminder and 
pointed forward to the Cross of Calvary, 
teaching them that great object lesson, 
keeping ever before the people the faci 
that without the shedding of blood there 
could be no remission (forgiveness) of 
sins, 

Jesus Christ, God’s dear Son, satisfied 
the broken law on Calvary’s Cross, and 
bore our sins in His own body. Let us 
note Col, 2:13-26, “And you, being dead 
in your sins and the uncircumcision of 
your flesh, hath he quickened together 
with him, having forgiven you all tres- 
passes; Blotting out the handwriting oi 
ordinances that was against ws, and took 
it out of the way, nailing it to his cross.” 
Thank God for the Cross. The Apostie 
Paul prized the Cross so highly that he 
states, “God férbid that I should glory 
save in the cross of our Lord Jesus 
Christ,” Gal. 6:14. 

THE BLOOD AND ITS VALUATION 

First, it saves the sinner from his sins. 
I am afraid that in these last days there 
is not enough stress upon the work of the 
blood. The question may arise, Did Christ 
die to save the sinner from his sins? Let 
the Scripture settle it. In Matt. 26: 
28 Jesus said, “For this is my blood of 
the new testament, which is shed for 
many for the remission of sins” (plural). 

Eph. 1:7, “In whom we have redemp- 
tion through his blood, the forgiveness of 
sins.” 

Col. 1:14, “In whom we have redemp- 
tion through his blood, even the forgive- 
ness of sins.” 

Rev. 1:5, “. . . . Unto him that loved 
us, and washed us from our sins in his 
own blood.” 

1 John 2:2, “And he is the propitia- 
tion (or sacrifice) for our sins: and not 
for our’s only, but for the sins of the 
whole world.” 

Rom. 3:25, “Whom God hath set forth 
to be a propitiation (or sacrifice) 
through faith in his blood, to declare his 


righteousness for the remission of sins 


that are past.” This shows that through 
the blood we are eradicated of our past 
sins. 

Second, we are sanctified through the 
blood. Heb. 13:12, “Wherefore Jesus alsb, 
that he might sanctify the people with 
his own blood, suffered without the gate.” 

Third, through the blood the Church 
was purchased. Acts 20:28. After Paul 
had set the Church in order at Ephesus 
and had stayed with them for three and 
a half years, these are his parting words, 
“Take heed therefore unto yourselves, 
and to all the flock, over the which the 
Holy Ghost hath made you overseers, to 
feed the church of God, which he hath 
purchased with his own blood.” 

Fourth, through the blood the Jew 
and Gentile were reconciled unto God in 
one body, Eph. 2:13, 16, “But now in 
Christ Jesus ye who sometimes were afar 
off are made nigh by the blood of 
Christ. And that he might reconcile both 
unto God in one body by the cross.” 

Fifth, the blood keeps the Church 
cleansed and in fellowship. 1 John 1:7, 
“But if we walk in the light, as he is in 
the light, we have fellowship one with 
another, and the blood of Jesus Christ 
his Son cleanseth us from all sin.” So if 
we want to stay cleansed, let us stay 
under the blood. Let us have it on our 
life, in our testimonies, in our songs, and 
in our sermons,

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The Habit of Going to Church on 
Sunday Morning 


We hope that this method will never 
4e changed. The method we have of 
printing Bibles and _ religious literature 
makes it possible for every person to 
have an abundant supply of these helps. 
You can get Bibles from 10c to $18.00. 
Also, there is the radio broadcasts on 
Sunday morning and you can sit in your 
room and hear a stirring message. This is 
a wonderful invention but it has a ten- 
dency to keep people away from the Sun- 
day morning service. In my judgment 
this should not-do away with the habit 
of going to church and worshiping God 
on Sunday morning. It is God’s plan that 
people should meet together and _ sing 
hymns of praise, pray and mingle their 
voices together in honor of the Savior 
who died to redeem us. When people 
think that they can have a church in 
their homes, read religious literature and 
listen to a message over a radio, and keep 
their victory and power, they are sadly 
mistaken, Nothing will take the place of 
worshiping together on Sunday morning. 

The Pastor’s Message 

The pastors of the churches are large- 
ly responsible for the attendance on Sun- 
day morning. If the pastor is of a dis- 
position to make collections his object 
and take the pulpit to criticize the mem- 
bers of the congregation and say cutting 
things and denounce imperfections, he 
certainly is making a sad mistake. He can 
voice his disapproval of transgression and 
negligence in the spirit of meekness and 
humbleness and thereby prove a great 
blessing to the saved and the unsaved in 
his congregation. The best thing for pas- 
tors to do is to pray until they feel as- 
sured that God has given them a text and 
until they can feel the anointing to that 
degree that they are sure what they say 
is divinely inspired. It is a sad misfor- 
tune that a pastor will preach and teach 
and move among his flock in a way 


that will cause the majority of his con- 
gregation to disapprove of his having the 
oversight of the church to which they 
belong. It is impossible for a pastor to 
please everybody but he should be care- 
ful and steer clear of any prejudice or 
taking sides with things that would war- 
rant any of his membership complaining 
or being dissatisfied with his service. He 
can preach the gospel uncompromisingly 
and in his social life he can conduct him- 
self in that way that no one will be able 
to criticize him and say that he is partial. 

A great preacher was asked the ques- 
tion of how he could pastor a church 
of 3,000 members and have the good will 
ot all the congregation. His reply was, 
“When I enter the pulpit I go there in 
the fear of God and I preach the gospel 
without fear or favor to class or kind. 
On Sunday morning my handshaking 
consists of making the poorest in my 
congregation feel my love and interest 
in them.” He had in his congregation 
several men who drove the city trash 
wagons and he never let them get away 
without shaking hands with them. Some 
asked him about the wealthy in his con- 
gregation. Several bankers belonged to 
his church. He said, “The wealthy and 
cultured have more sense and refinement 
than to take offense at the love and re- 
spect shown the poor and more misfor- 
tunate.” 

The Present Pitiful Situation 


It is pitiful to note that in many 
communities many churches’ average at- 
tendance for the Sunday morning service 
in winter and in summer, in bad weather 
and in good weather is less than one-half 
of its actual membership. It is sad to note 
the indifference of church members, and 
I am talking about the Church of God. 
Some of them never visit the midweek 
prayer meeting. We owe it to our church 
and to the God who gave us His Son to 
visit these places of worship, especially 
the Sunday morning service. No service 
during the week holds such sacred bless- 
ings as the Sunday morning service. Ev- 
ery church member should be there and 
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we should have enough grace to look 
over the imperfections of many of our 
brothers and sisters. There is nothing 
that will add to our joy in the Lord more 
than the whole-hearted worship of the 
Sunday morning service. There is nothing 
so important to the church. It is pitiful 
to think of the weakness of many of the 
local churches. It is stated that at least 
half of the members of the majority of the 
local churches are not regular attendants 
at the Sunday morning services. In my 
experience as a pastor for many years, 
some of the flock over which I was shep- 
herd only attended the revivals. Many 
went home the night the revival closed 
and would hardly be seen in the con- 
gregation until another revival was an- 
nounced. This is a sad condition. There 
ought to be such love and unity in the 
local church until every onc that is 
missing from the Sunday morning service 
should be thought of and prayed for and 
inquired after until a plausible excuse 
could be rendered to the congregation 
for their absence. You cannot substitute 
radio messages and reading of religious 
literature for the Sunday morning serv- 
ice and hold your good experience and 
do your best for the Master. 
Other Meetings 

Many Christian people attend other 
religious meetings—Sunday School, Sun- 
day evening service, young people’s meet- 
ing, Willing Workers’ meeting, or group 
meetings of some kind and yet are very 
irregular about going to church on Sun- 
day morning; in many cases never go. 

This Ought Not So To Be 

The Sunday morning church service is 
the most important of all religious serv- 
ices, the one grand central meeting of 
them all, in a class all by itself with a 
pre-eminence all its own, for the whole 
Christian public in itself, the center 
around which all church | machinery 
should revolve. 

The Sunday School is one of the two 
most important organizations in the 
Church of God. It is a feeder to, not a 
substitute for, the Church. Its mission is 
to train the Church’s young people for 
church membership. When it makes itself 
a substitute for church it is failing in the 
very thing it exists to do, and yet quite 
commonly, all over the country, Sunday 
School people in great droves go away 
without remaining for church, This is not 
right. 

What is the Difference? 

Some will say, Is not one religious 
meeting just as good as another? It may 
be, but interest in any of the lesser meet- 
ings is no excuse for indifference toward 
the most important of all meetings. In 
taking care of our physical bodies we 
put great stress on the noon lunch time, 
and so we feel that the Sunday morning

God’s Way 

The tragedy of today is that so many 
Christians are attempting to serve God in 
their own way, instead of God’s ap- 
pointed way. How much greater a force 
God’s people could be in the world if 
He could only have His way more fully 
in them everywhere. How great is the 
need in every place of witnesses who 
know and walk with God. 

Notice some of the characteristics of 
those who would walk in God’s way: 

1. A full surrender of all to God. 
How long and trying and what a strug- 
gle for us to get our all into His hands! 
But what have we ever gained by hold- 
ing back anything from Him? We only 
hinder Him and block our own way. 
Give Him your all—body, soul and spirit, 
time, ability and talents and all earthly 
goods; lay them at the Master’s feet for 
time and eternity. 

2. Salvation is a free gift. We can 
never do anything to merit it, but we 
are in no position to receive it until we 
surrender our all to God. And so it is 
with all God’s power and every bless- 
ing which He has for His own. He waits 
to bestow and would bestow, but we 
withhold from Him and therefore He 
cannot do for us what He would. 

3. God’s way is the way of faith for 
all. We begin by faith and carry on by 
faith all the way. Faith implies that all 
is in His hands and we are looking to 
Him to keep us and guide us, empower 
us, supply us and use us in the further- 
ing of His own purpose on earth. With- 
out that relying faith we cannot please 
Him at any time or in any place, 

4. The fact that we are trusting God 
by faith to fulfill all, does not preclude 
the thought of obedience. Full obedience 
connects the circuit for the operation 
of faith. God’s Word is the track on 
which His blessings come; doubts, unbe- 
lief and sin block the way. It is faith and 
obedience that keep it clear. 

5. God’s way is the path of sacrifice. 
“If any man will come after me,” said 
Jesus, ‘“‘let him take up his cross and 
deny himself and follow me.” Does not 
this mean in the ordinary comforts and 
blessings of life as well as heart humility? 
Does one who is careless in financial 
matters and who spends his money self- 
ishly or extravagantly measure up to this? 

6. God’s way is in the Christlike spirit 
or the way of love. The criminal, the in- 
fidel, the heathen, and all classes of sin- 
ners, when they find Jesus, the true 





way, partake of that spirit, that is, they 
are filled with the love of Jesus. It is 
the opposite of the hate, selfishness, un- 
belief, covetousness, pride, lustfulness, 
murder, etc. of the present evil world. 
What a transformation! 

What it does mean to go God’s way! 
How different now and what will it be 
in the time to come! The followers of 
Jesus are to appear with Him and be like 
Him in that day.

THE HOMEWARD JOURNEY 


I was improved in body again after 
nine days of rest in Japan, and of course 
my spirit revived as well, since receiving 
such a good letter from India, and too, 
the thoughts of returning home served as 
a needed stimulant. 

We sailed from Kobe on board the M. 
S. “Hikawa Maru” Sept. 6, calling at 
Nagoya, Shimidzu and Yokahama before 
embarking upon the trans-Pacific jour- 
ney. While docked at the latter named 
city, we visited Tokyo and saw much 
signs of military activity in the capital, 
in preparation for a long campaign in 
China, if necessary from their point of 
view. 

Eleven days and some hours after 
clearing the mainland of Japan, we en- 
tered the strait of Juan De Fuca, and 
saw the distant lights along the shore of 
British Columbia, Canada. This was a 
welcome sight indeed, after a stormy 
voyage, during which time I suffered an- 
other recurrent attack of the dysentery 
and thought my time had come to go. 
The Japanese ship’s doctor and his assist- 
ant stood over me for a time as I lay 
there in my berth chilling, vomiting, and 
doubled up with the cramps. They 
mumbled something in their language, 
shook their heads and walked away. Well, 
to make a long story short, the Lord 
raised me up and my stomach is in better 
shape than it has been in years. Praise 
God forever. 

We followed the great circle route 
sailing near the Aleutian Islands and the 
Alaska Peninsula. When the 180th me- 
ridian was crossed we gained back the 
day lost on the westward journey last 
year. It was Sunday that was lost before, 
while this time we crossed on Tuesday, 
Sept. 14, and had to live the same day 
over again—two Tuesdays in one week, 
giving us thirty-one days for the month. 

After docking for a few hours in Van- 
couver, the ship set sail for the cross of 
Puget Sound to Seattle, Washington, 
where we arrived early on the morning of 
Sept. 21. From the latter city we took 
the train for Portland, Oregon, Sacra- 
mento, and Los Angeles, California, en 
route to the General Assembly, via the 
Pacific Coast and the South Border 


states. I stopped over for a week with 
the family in Long Beach and took my 
wife and baby along for the rest of the 


journey. So many things combined to hin- 
der us on this trip that I felt as though 
I never could stand to set my feet on 
the deck of another ship. And I almost 
made up my mind to stay on dry land, 
yet determined to do what I could for 
those who do muster up enough courage 
to tackle the work in foreign fields, dur- 
ing these trying times. However, since 
visiting the General Assembly in Chat- 
tanooga, Tennessee, where some six 
thousand people were packed into the 
great Memorial Auditorium, to enjoy the 
blessings of God and the hospitality of 
that friendly city, I feel different. We 
wondered what we were going to do 
with all the people if they kept coming 
in ever-increasing numbers. So one solu- 
tion to this problem was offered when 
we received telegrams from the Mayor of 
Houston, Texas, and the president of the 
Chamber of Commerce there, tendering 
to us the use of their new colosseum seat- 
ing 20,000 people. We have this invitation 
now from Texas, and the officials at 
Houston say they “will leave nothing un- 
done to make our next Assembly the 
biggest and best in the history of the 
Church.” Nevertheless, we have an in- 
vitation to the General Assembly in the 
skies, and I for one don’t want to miss 
it. So here I am back in the harness again 
and starting another tour that may equal 
either of the last two in mileage, though 
of a necessity, I will have no reason for 
circling the globe again at this time. 

You are wondering no doubt about th 
net results accomplished during our trip 
under consideration. ‘Therefore, it will 
be necessary to carry our readers—in their 
minds—back to the shores of poor 
troubled China, since there have been 
some new developments there. 


THE CONCLUSION 


Before giving you the latest, I should 
like to say that there is another war go- 
ing on in China—other than the one you 
have been hearing so much about. The 
spiritual warfare for Christ is going 
strong in that great country, with thou- 
sands of the natives turning to Christ in 
the revival that has been sweeping the 
land. Many high-ranking officials are 
seeking God in the meetings. For example, 
I am told the Generalissimo of the Chin- 
ese armies, General Chiang Kai-shek, has 
been saved and baptized in water and is 
praying for the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. Madame Kai-shek, I understand, 
has already received the infilling of the 
Spirit according to the Bible pattern. I 
met Rev. James G. Peponis, the world- 
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famous Greek-American missionary to 
China, while in Shanghai. I saw the 
mighty work the Lord has been doing 
through this humble man of God. 
Brother “Pepp”, as we called him, was 
miraculously healed at Bethel Temple in 
Chicago about eight years ago, filled with 
the Spirit and called to the mission field. 
He has been used in organizing and 
building one of the largest and most 
prosperous mission works in that section 
of China. There are several gospel cars 
and boats in operation—some with pub- 
lic address systems—and a large group 
of missions. The building at headquarters 
cost more than $100,000.00—Chinese— 
it is said, and they own considerable other 
property. A Bible School is maintained 
for the training of native ministers. It 
costs around $1,000.00—Shanghai— 
monthly to support the work, yet the 
Chinese have taken the burden of this 
responsibility upon themselves, not look- 
ing to any foreign board. Brother Pep- 
onis, who is on furlough in America at 
this time, was here looking for me and 
has written, being interested in our pro- 
gram. If we had a few more men like this 
I believe we could make a showing in 
China. Well, the Lord is bringing them 


in! For example, there is Brother Pitt, 


whom we shall mention again in another 
paragraph. 

Our readers might have heard of the 
famous “Glory Land Mission” run by 
Brother Peponis in China. Then too, I was 
thinking of the great work built up by 
the late Nettie Moomau, famous mis- 
sionary to Shanghai. Sister Moomau was 
a Presbyterian formerly, and came home 
—in America—to die, being in the last 
stages of tuberculosis. But she went into a 
Pentecostal Church, got healed and filled 
with the Spirit. After this she returned 
to China where she lived and worked for 
about thirty years longer. Today there 
are about a dozen strong churches stand- 
ing as a monument to her life’s work. 
These missions are self-supporting like- 
wise, and the chief minister Brother Chan 
Yonpoa, asked me to send a Church of 
God missionary to fill her place if pos- 
sible,as soon as the war is over. It 
seems that the Lord has a way for us to 
meet the right people, at the right time, 
and in the right place. I was lodged in the 
home of Brother R. P. McNair, the hus- 
band of an ex-Church of God mission- 
ary, where I ran into this brother and 
others. We were privileged to meet the 
Rev, J. W. Van Kirk of Youngstown, 
Ohio, who heads a movement in the in- 
terest of world peace, and designed a flag 
for the nations, containing the rainbow 
colors. His work, and especially the flag, 
has attracted world-wide attention. Dr. 
Van Kirk, though nearing his eightieth 
birthday, was in the course of his fourth

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’round-the-world tour. He is a poor man 
and handicapped otherwise by the loss of 
a lower limb, yet he is setting the paces 
that many young missionaries could—or 
would—not step up to. In returning from 
Nanking by train he was unable to get 
off on arrival at Shanghai, because of 
war refugees stampeding to get aboard. 
So he was carried back about twelve 
miles inside the Chinese battle lines, where 
he just had to dive from the platform 
into a veritable sea of people, all of a 
strange tongue. Then, it would be that 
his wooden leg got jammed between the 
feet of people on the train when he 
jumped, and there he struggled with the 
express ready to pull out. Fortunately he 
fell into the hands of some friendly police 
or soldiers, who gave him a night’s lodg- 
ing and put him on another train bound 
for the city the next day. The same 
scenes were re-enacted almost to the let- 
ter on the second arrival at Shanghai. So 
this time he scrambled through an open 
window, and someone threw down his 
suitcase, but both his canes were lost in 
the stampede. Poor old fellow lost some 
more of his belongings, when he got 
caught in the Shanghai war zone, and 
that’s the way it goes with a great many 
in these troubled times. . 

As for Brother Pitt, he was a former 
ordained minister of the Free Methodist 
Church, and is a Canadian citizen. On 
our return to the homeland, he wrote a 
letter expressing regret that we were 
unable to reach his field while in China. 
There were a number of Chinese Chris- 
tians waiting for water baptism, and they 
had planned some special meetings. I 
should like to quote him in part: “Dear 
friend, I will gladly be the link in the 
gospel chain that spans the world wita 
the Church of God message; and join 
with you al in the song ‘Praise God tke 
Sun Never Sets on Our Missions.’ Should 
it please the board to appoint me and take 
charge of our work, our aim shall be tc 
prove that we are not the weak link; and 
remember a chain is never stronger than 
when welded with obedience, love and 
prayer. Our work speaks for itself, We 
have a fine church, the property cost- 
ing more than $2,000.00 and the mem- 
bership is all full of zeal and strives to 
win others for the Master’s use. The only 
sorrow that I have is that you were not 
able to come to us and see the trust God 
has given us, and that the Holy Spirit 
abides. We have a membership of over 
300 at Langshan, where I baptized 124 
in about a year’s time. Of the outside 
work I keep no record, but there are 
over 300 at Yeh Tau. We have five little 
out-stations. I am on my tenth year in 
China without a furlough and do not 
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look for rest until Jesus calls me. Your 
approach to us is an answer to years of 
prayer, and I am driven by the Holy 
Spirit into fellowship with the Church 
of God, and praying that our work and 
property will fall into their hands.” 
Brother Pitt, who comes to us highly 
recommended, has made formal applica- 
tion for membership in the Church of 
God, and has been accepted. Counting this 
group we have a total of 36 more mis- 
sions established this year with a com- 
bined membership increase of approxi- 
mately 2,300. This, of course, includes 
additions to the older missions. 1,042 of 
this number were added to our ranks in 
India. I might say further, that this 
merely represents the gains made in the 
fields where your servant has been called 
to minister during his second world-mis- 
sion crusade. Taking this into considera- 
tion, and noting the progress made in 
other fields, we leave it to our readers to 
judge as to whether or not foreign mis- 
sions justify the feeble—yes, feeble, I say 
when reviewing my own past endeavors 
—put forth. We give God all the glory 
for what has been accomplished, and if 
there was any human element deserving 
credit, it should be attributed largely to 
our loyal missionaries and native 
workers, Of course, these can not carry 
on independently of our prayers and fi- 
nancial backing, prayer being the princi- 
pal need. If we pray through on the 
matter of missions, or what not in the 
line of God’s work, we may expect the 
inance to be forthcoming. After all, 
oney is about the least asset to success- 
| missionary work. If a person had mil- 
ns at hand, and could not get God in- 
tdrested in his program, nothing worth 


ile would be accomplished. I don’t 
khow so much about the rest of you, 
t is, how God is leading, but my 


ny efforts cost many hours of mental 
ny.

service is the time for spiritual nourish- 
ment at your church. If the pastor will 
endeavor to let the Holy Ghost lead him 
and all pray together, this will be a time 
of nourishment and strengthening to the 
inner man and no other service can take 
its place. No excuse apart from sickness 
or some physical disablement will be ac- 
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cepted from those who fail to attend this 
all important service. 

It is a fact that just going to church 
on Sunday morning will not altogether 
comply with the demand that God makes 
upon us. We may go and never put forth 
an effort through prayer or otherwise to 
be a blessing to others. Every church 
member ought to be interested in all the 
other members. They should also be in- 
terested in all the other services that 
have the stamp and approval of God. I 
am not here discussing how many meet- 
ings you should attend but I am stress- 
ing the importance of the Sunday morn- 
ing service, and no other meeting can be 
substituted for this service, if you expect 
to have God’s best. Some might say, To 
put too much stress on the Sunday 
morning service would be detracting 
from other services, but I am persuaded 
to believe that those who are greatly in- 
terested in the Sunday morning service, 
will also have an interest in other serv- 
ices. I am not trying to minify the im- 
portance of Sunday School or any other 
service of the church, but I am trying 
to say in the strongest language that I 
know that the Sunday morning service is 
the one important service for the lovers 
of truth. How careful and prayerful the 
pastor and people should be. 

I attended a Sunday morning service 
once when the entire service was taken 
up with an important measure consisting 
of a collection. The preacher gave a ten- 
minute talk at the close on why people 
were not spiritually alive. There were 
three ladies who visited the church that 
morning and passing out by them and 
shaking their hands, I said, “We are glad 
to have you.” One of them, with a look 
of disappointment, said, “My, I came this 
morning to have my soul fed and I am 
so disappointed.” I explained to her that 
this was not the usual occurrence and 
it was quite different on most occasions, 
but I thought about how sad it was for 
these precious souls whose hearts were 
yearning for encouragement and help, Oh, 
the good we all may do while the days 
are going by.
